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Televisions Arthritis Telethon on Today
HOW COM.&? Why don't we see anything new and dif­ 

ferent on TV? As a disgruntled viewer who has asked that 
question about twice a week far the past five or six years, 
\ve were forced to accept a flat answer last week. That an­ 
swer is in the three-month ml ings publisher! by all the 
national rating services.

"Candid Camera" is the hit of the season, with ratings 
hovering around the 3.V, mark for 1 nearly every show. 
Another newcomer 1 hat-has gone over the top is "The Andy 
Griffith Show." We mean no discredit to these shows  
both are excellent entertainment.

What is signiifcant is that "Candid Camera" is one oi 
ihe first shows ever seen on TV and dates back to the 
earliest days of the industry. "The Andy Griffith Show" 
has not been on before, but, it is a familiar kind of show 
in the pattern of "The Real McCoys."

Other .top-rated shows were "Gunsmoke," '"The Un- 
imiehables," "Ed Sullivan," "Danny Thomas" and so forth.

Among the new ventures this year, "Family Classics" 
is tO;be cancelled, JacJde Gleason leaven the air in May, 
"Show of the Month" will not be renewed next year, and 
"Peter Loves Mary" and "My Sister Eileen" are consid­ 
ered to be the outstanding flops of the season.

It's painfully evident why producers are notoriously 
adverse to new shows. Only die-hards like ourselves can 
continue to hope for better and more varied shows. It's 
not impossible for a new show to be a hrt; all of us remem­ 
ber when "The Untouchables" started.

Tn viewing the ratings, we have become convinced that 
the problem of new shows stems from an inability to dis­ 
tinguish what is new and good from.what is merely new.

. A bad show wil not survive more than one or two view- 
ings before it is rejected. But, neither will a good new 
show fail to prove itself, granted that it is given enough 
time. New ideas in television will be welcomed. They must 
be real ideas, though, and not the uninspired trivia that has 
marked this year's series.
